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Respect for the Law 
An Individual Thing 


A couple of weeks ago a mob of youngsters on the 
streets of Menlo Park challenged the authority of the law. 

Two officers, sent to disperse an estimated 100 to 200 
persons on a local street were struck by thrown objects, 
sworn at, and generally challenged. It was only after the 
sound of sirens from reinforcing patrol cars was heard, 
that the crowd finally moved along. 

The police do not “own the street.” 

No member of the local department suffers from delu- 
sions of grandeur that tell him he does. 

But the mob doesn’t own it, either. 

Individual citizens, we feel sure, would “move along” 
if asked to do so by a qualified officer performing his sworn 
duty in accordance with the law. 

But the mob is something different. Its most unruly 
elements seem, in the physical context of a larger group, 
to be the spokesmen and the directors. 

When they get to believe that they are the spokesmen 
and directors of a mob or the initiators of action, they can 
become dangerous. 

It is our hope that ‘teen-agers who made up the group 
dispersed by the police have had some time for sober 
reflection. 

It’s hoped they've decided that, no matter what the 
circumstances seemed to be on the night of March 17 
they ve thought better of it since. 

It's hoped, in short, that as individals they've decided 
to respect and obey the law. 

For without that respect on the part of every one of 
us, there can be no safety — not even safety in numbers.

of them will be left and it’s 
conceivable that the “bung- 
alows” of the 1920’s will re- 
place them as the town’s 

“oldest relics.” 

As everybody knows Menlo 
Park first got started as the 
center of an area which served 
Jarge estates in the south 
county. 

The estates, of course had a 
definite and heavy influence 
on the town’s late development 
providing it with, above all 
things, prestige and a reputa- 
tion where life could be lived 
pleasantly. 

More realistically, though, 
not everybody could afford 
that style of living and the 
town itself grew along more 
moderate lines. 

City Historian Miss Susan 
Gale says she believes that 
one of the most important 
things that showed up in “old 
Menlo” and which has been a 
factor in city planning and de- 
velopment to this day is that 
fact that when the town was 
first laid out, large lots were 
the rule. 

There were reasons for 
this. The main one, of course, 
was the horse. In the pre- 
auto era even modestly-iixed 
families either had a horse, 
or hoped to have them. 

Horses may be pleasant com- 
panions but they do have 
drawbacks and most people— 
then as now—liked to put a 
little distance between the 
house and the stable. 

Also, land was cheap. 

Size of lots didn’t have any- 
thing to do with another fea- 
ture of the town as it is today 
—a feature which looms as a 
holdover from the past, when 
one stops to consider it. 

This feature is the fact that 
west from El Camino Real, 
there’s no continuous north- 
south thoroughfare from Val- 
paraiso to San Francisquito 
creek, until you’ve travelled 
nearly two miles west to the 
Alameda de las Pulgas (Cot- 
ton street is a relatively recent 
exception and not a thorough- 
fare). 

The phenomenon is _par- 
ticularly noticeable in the 
downtown area, where there 
are no “square” intersections 
which allow a motorist to 
eross Santa Cruz avenue at 
right angles, between the 
highway and _ University 
drive. 

It has been speculated that 
the old timers, with a good 
bit of artistics sense, had laid 
this pattern of things out on 
purpose. 

It would have made it pos- 
sible to make the city look 
like a bigger town than it actu- 
ally was, by the simple expedi- 
ent of planting houses at the 
end of every street and there- 
by shutting out the view of an 
almost limitless expanse of 
grassland. 

City Engineering Assistant 
Ed Ebaugh doubts the likeli- 


hood of this expansion, though. 

He points out that the down- 
town area was made up of sev- 
eral small subdivisions, and 
that most of these subdividers 
were independent and laid out 
their properties at different 
times. 


They couldn’t have con- 
spired in behalf of art, he 
Says, adding a guess that 
they probably didn’t care 
what was being done in the 
subdivision across the street. 


So there you have it: Good 
reasons for big lots and few 
continuous “through” streets. 

The reasons don’t sound 
very glamorous, but they’ve 
had a real and lasting effect 
on the character of the town. 

You'd probably be a lot less 
enthusiastic about living here, 
if these factors didn’t exist.

San Francisco does need the 
room to grow and the Penin- 
sula area looks the most lus. 
cious. 

After all, if they won’t join 
you, join them. 

The talks could be just 
rumors or they could have 
some basis for future dis- 
cussions. We are not at all 
sure that residents of this 
county would like the idea 
of annexing San Francisco 
city and county. The idea 
of forming an even bigger 
government doesn’t appeal 
to many people, including us. 


True, San Mateo county 
would soon become one of the 
most populous counties of the 
state, but just what would that 
gain us? A borough system 
could be worked out that 
would give all area represent- 
ation, but there is no question 
that the San Francisco vote 
would far surpass that in this 
county. We could see a board 
of supervisors of nine more 
members, each with a salary 
approaching the $20,000 a year 
figure, following a pattern in 
Los Angeles. 

How would such a consolida- 
tion affect our schools—for 
better or worse? 

We believe it would mean 
that “local” districts would 
lose all say in school opera- 
tions and finances. 

How about freeways? San 
Francisco fights those big 
concrete structures at every 
turn, yet cannot move traffic 
swiftly or safely. 

How about the planning? 
Would we be stuck with homes 
lined wall to wall? Incident- 
ally this is one of the proposals 
of the new Callan Park subdi- 
vision which is being annexed 
to South San Francisco and 
should be stopped by the unit- 
ed San Mateo county planning 
group before it spreads to 
other areas. 

San Mateo county’s new 
proposed budget is $39,450,620, 
an increase of $8,432,183 over 
the present year’s spending 
program. Not that it will be 
near the 40-million mark when 
finally adopted, but how would 
this fit into the San Francisco 
spending program. We think 
the voters will refuse to make 
most of our county elective 
officials appointive at © the 
April 18 election, but how 
about San Francisco’s big po- 
litical machine that would 
move into the courthouse. 

Certainly Redwood City, 
as one of the southernmost 
sections of the “new county” 
would not be the county 
seat. This center then would 
become a “branch.” No mat- 
ter which way San Francisco 
people approach the consoli- 
dation situation it doesn't 
have many appeals, if any, to 
residents of this county. 

Getting back to the budget, 
we can’t see where County 


. Manager E. R. Stallings’ plea 


to “hold the line’ had much 
effect on departmental heads. 
Undoubtedly they have been 
disappointed in recent years 
at the cuts made by the man- 
ager and the board of super- 
visors, and have upped their 
requests this year to compen- 
sate for anticipated cuts.
